(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May IS.— (Delayed in trans- 
mission).— A bill to provide for govern- 
ment of the Yukon was Introduced by 
Hon. David Mills in the senate to-day. 
The bill provides for the appointment 
of an administrator and council to assist 
him, and also for the appointment of 
judges and other officers for the ml 
ministration of justice. He said the 
machinery for government was as sim- 
ple as could he devised. 

The senate railway committee this 
morning considered the hill to incor- 
porate the Pacific and Yukon Railway, 
Navigation and Mining company, bet- 
ter known as the Hamilton Smith pro- 
position. Nlcol Kingsmlll, of Toronto, 
appeared for the promoters. The secre- 
tary of state opposed the bill, but with- 
out success. Two important amend- 
ments, however, were made, one that 
the act should only go into operation 
on proclamation of the governor-ln- 
councll on either of the two following 
contingencies, viz: that Pyramid Har- 
bor is not declared to be in Canadian 
territory, or that satisfactory bonding 
arrangements have been made between 
Canada and the United States over the 
present disputed strip. These arrange- 
ments, it was stated, have already been 
made. 

G. If. MeOall, who represents the 
British Yukon company, asked that 
provision be inserted in the bill sus- 
pending the operations of the charter 
for one year in order to allow his com- 
pany to perfect their bonding arrange- 
ments. Hon. it. W. Scott, supporting 
this proposal, said that the government 
had received a cablegram from Lord 
Strathcona concerning the bona fides of 
the English promoters of the British Yu- 
kon company. He asked the committee 
to suspend the operation of the charter 
for one year. The committee, however, 
rejected the proposal by 11 to 8. 

Ottawa, May .19.— The National Coun- 
cil of Women on motion of Lady Laurier, 
seconded by Lady Thompson, to-day 
passed a resolution of condolence with 
-Airs. Gladstone. Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen made touching references to the de- 
ceased statesman. 

Gilbert Parker, the novelist, is coining 
to Canada to attend the Royal Society 
meet ings next week. 

Cigar manufacturers have waited on 
the ministry to ask a rebate of ten cents 
per pound on all cuttings when exported 
from cigar factories where solely foreign 
leaf tobacco is used. 

Parliament is taking a holiday to-day, 
it being Ascension day. 



WISCONSIN CYCLONE. 

Great Loss of Life Reported as Well as 
Destruction of Property Over a 
Wide' Area. 

Rhinelander, Wis., May 10.— A cyclone 
passed from west to east across Tierce 
and Oneida counties In Northern Wis- 
'consin, about six o'clock last night. At 
Pennington the roundhouse, the depot 
and a Dumber of houses were destroyed. 
Two men were killed and eight injured. 
Five are reported killed in Harshaw, a 
small lumbering town twenty miles west 
of here. 

Milwaukee, Wis.. May 10.— A special 
to the Evening Wisconsin from llbine- 
Innder, Wis., gives further particulars 
of the storm in Northern Wisconsin, and 
reports that eighteen dead bodies lay in 
the station at Clifford's camp. The train 
on the Soo railroad from the north lust 
night was delayed several hours, having 
been compelled to (urn hack on account 
Of the storm. Telegraph poles and wires 
were demolished In all directions and 
buildings In the path of the storm were 
destroyed. 

Chicago, May 19. — Forty-two persons 
are known to have lost their lives and 
twenty-eight others were reported dead 
as the result of the tornadoes which de- 
vastated portions of Eastern Iowa, 
Western Illinois and .Northern Wiscon- 
sin last night.

Government Leader in House of Com- 
mons Unequal to Severe Ex- 
ertions. 

London, May 20.— The Times say- 
this morning: "We regret to learn that 
the health of Mr. Arthur Balfour, first 
ord of the treasury and government 
leader of , the House of Commons, is 
seriously impaired by Influenza, the ef- 
fect being weakness in the region of the 
heart. At present he is unequal to so 
vere exertions mentally or physically. 

G LADSTONE'S DEATH. 

Tributes of Esteem from the Press of 
Great Britain and the Continent. 

London, May 10— All the Continental 
papers publish a tribute to the late Mr, 
Gladstone. The French papers an 
especially sympathetic and Creek hews 
papers deeply grateful for what. .Air 
Gladstone has done for Greece. There 
are many eloquent tributes iu the press 
of London. 

The Daily News says: "AVe cannot 
help dwelling upon the opinions which 
Mr. Gladstone held most strongly, and 
the sentiments which he felt most deep- 
ly, because they are the only key which 
unlocks his character and his life. One 
of his most characteristic qualities was 
his personal humility. This cannot be 
explained without a key for Mr. Glad- 
stone did not, in the ordinary meaning 
of the word, underrate . himself. lie 
was not easily persuaded, He paid lit- 
tle attention to other people's opinions 
when his mind was made up. His was 
quite aware of his own ascendancy in 
counsel and supremacy in debate. ' On 
other questions he did not indeed dis- 
trust his own judgment. On politics he- 
did not, but. the secret of his humility, 
was the sense that those things were of 
no importance compared with relations 
between God's creatures and their crea- 
tor. Mr. Gladstone once said with char- 
acteristic candor that he had a vulner- 
able temper. He was quickly moved to 
indignation by whatever he thought an 
injustice to himself or others, and in- 
capable of concealing his emotion, for 
if sad his countenance showed what he 
felt. More expressive features were 
never given to man. Mr. Gladstone's 
exquisite courtesy, which in and out of 
parliament was a model for all, proceed- 
ed from the same source. He was es- 
sentially a Christian. To consider him 
apart from religion would be like con- 
sidering Tennyson apart from poetry or 
Darwin from science. His religion, 
though it did not make him gloomy; it 
made him habitually serious. Hence 
anise the fiction that he had no humor. 
This curious delusion seems to have 
arisen from the undoubted fact that he 
had never been induced to laugh at any- 
thing profane. But he was u master of 
irony, and could be extremely, even bit- 
terly sarcastic. .Moreover, nobody laugh- 
ed more heartily over an anecdote that 
was really good. Different people, un- 
less they saw him often, got very differ- 
ent ideas of him. He was many men 
in one, but he impressed all alike with 
the essential greatness of his character," 

The Daily Chronicle heads its editorial 
with a quotation from AVordsworth: 
"This Is the happy warrior, this Is he 
That every man In arms should wish to 
be." 

I'he editorial says: "A glorious light 
has been extinguished in the land. Mr. 
Gladstone is dead and all his life is a 
past memory to us and our children -an 
inspiration and possession forever. The 
end came as to a soldier at his post. It 
found him calm, expectant, faithful, un- 
shaken. Death came robed in the terror 
of mortal pain. But what better can be 
said than that as he taught his fellows 
how to live, so he taught them how to 
die. It is impossible at this hour to sur- 
vey the mighty range of this splendid 
life. We would assign him the title of 
the "Great Nationalist of the Nineteenth 
Century." To Italy, Greece, Bulgaria, 
-Montenegro and Belgium his name is 
hallowed but, beyond all his claim as 
a patriot, he was the greatest, of the mas- 
ter builders of modern England. Timid- 
ity had no place in Mr. Gladstone's soul. 
He was a lion among men, endowed with 
a granite strength of will and purpose 
rare indeed in our age- of feeble convic- 
tions. His life presented aspects of 
charm to all minds. I lis learning capti- 
vated the scholar, his eloquence and 
statenianship the politician, his financial 
genius the business man, while his do- 
mestic relations and simple human gra- 
ciousness apealed to all hearts." Be- 
neath the editorial is the quotation: 
"There is a prince and great man fallen 
this day iu Israel." 

The Standard says: "Whether men 
agreed witJi him or differed from him in 
the matter of party politics, they did not 
come within the range of his influence as 
administrator without being profoundly 
impressed with his extraordinary pojvers 
for dispatching public business most 
effectively and his absolute devotion to 
that which he believed to be the highest 
interests of the country."

Madrid, May 1!).— Midnight (via Paris) 
— The Spanish squadron has arrived at 
Santiago 'de Cuba without accident. 

A direct message from Santiago do 
Cuba confirms this report and says the 
arrival of the squardou has caused in- 
tense enthusiasm there. 

Kingston, Jamaica, May 10. — Ameri- 
can warships whose names were not dis- 
cernabld from the shore appeared off 
Santiago de Cuba yesterday while the 
steamer Adnla, which has arrived hero 
from that port with refugees, was in 
the harbar. They approached and drew 
the fire of the batteries at the harbor 
entrance. It is not certain whether the 
warships replied to the fire. 

London, May 10.— The agent at the 
Canary Islands of a Liverpool firm 
writes, that the British cousul there 
has been informed that the United 
States will not bombard the islands, aa 
the result of an arrangement between 
Great Britain) and the United States. 
While Great Britain remains neutral tho 
United States will abstain from such 
bombardment, which would mean great 
destruction of British property iu tho 
Canary Islands. 

Tampa, May 10.— The strictest kind 
of censorship has been established here 
ind absolutely nothing pointing to mili- 
ary or naval movements from this port: 
will be permitted to be sent out from this 
time on. 

Chicago, Maj- 10. — The following mes- 
sage was sent to-day to President Me- 
Kinley: "I have the honor to offer you 
full regiment of trained Canadian- 
Americau soldiers. The majority have 
been under fire. AA'e desire service with 
Vmericau' soldiers. (Signed) Geo. A. 
Barnes, Lt.-Col." . I 

Madrid, May 10.— Spanish newspapers 
censure the governor of Hongkong for 
permitting the American warships to re- 
victual, and they say they cannot un- 
derstand Great Britain allowing tho 
United States to cut tho British AVest 
Indian cables. 

In spite. Of the .yeto placed upon tho 
publication of Spanish naval movements 
the newspapers here have been allowed 
to announce thnt Admiral Camara's 

quadron, consisting of the battleship 
I'elayo, the first-class cruiser Carlos V.,

S P A I N'S G O V E RNM E NT. 

New Cabinet Take Over Their Port- 
folios — Railroad Officials Tempt- 
ing Offer. 

Madrid, May 10.— The new cabinet 
ministers took over their portfolios this 
afternoon. The cabinet will present it- 
self to the chambers to-morrow, when 
Senor Romero y Robledo will ask for a. 
statement of the crisis. The Carlists 
and Republicans want to prolong the 
budget debate until the end of .Tune. 

Senor Leon y Castillo, ambassador to> 
France, who has been offered the fore- 
ign olllce portfolio, has replied declining 
to accept. 

London. May 20.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Times says: "Senor Leon 
y Castillo, has again wired Senor Sn- 
gasta developing the reasons already ad- 
vanced why he might be more useful 
in his present position as ambassador to 
France than as a member of the govern- 
ment. . This despatch has considerably 
impressed the cabinet. Recent events, 
especially Mr. Chamberlain's speech at 
Kirmingham, opened up new political 
horizons. Spanish statesmen anticipate 
the possibility of a universal confla- 
gration wherein Spain would find ef- 
ficient allies. Their eyes naturally turn 
toward France and Russia." 

"Therefore it seems important that 
Spain should be represented tit Paris by 
an ambassador well acquainted with 
tangled skein of European diplomacy 
and persona grata to the French gov- 
ernment. It is believed that Senor Cas- 
tillo will fulfil the conditions, hence 
Senor Sagasta's hesitation to recall him. 
On the other hand it is difficult to find 
in the ranks of the Liberal party a man 
squally qualified for the foreign office 
portfolio. I do not venture to predict 
the final decision."

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Spain Making a Demonstration of 
Interest to Other Than Her 
American Foes. 



Mew Cabinet Favorable to Other 
Measures for Sturdily Push- 
ing the War. 



Madrid, May 1!).— It is announced tlmt 
the cabinet council today decided to 
strengthen immediately the defences nnd 
garrison iu the Canary and Balearic 
Islands, and at Ceuta, Morocco, opposite 
Gibraltar, a decision which ^s very sig- 
nificant, as no apprehensions have been 
entertained that the United States 
wculd extend the operations of the 
war to the Mediterranean. 

During the last few days hopes of dis- 
interested intervention by the powers 
have ahnost disappeared, it being recog- 
nized that the powers are too much di- 
vided among themselves. This being the 
case it is asked whether Spain would not 
stipulate for friendly feelings in the case 
of one or more powers by holding- out 
the prospect of some material advant- 
age. The idea is yet embryonic, hut it 
may easily develop into something defin- 
ite. 

London, May 20.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail, commenting 
on the great activity displayed in streng- 
thening the coast defense s of Spain, 
says: "Special naval and military vigil- 
ance committees have been formed to 
watch the approaches to the harbor. The 
reason for these is unknown, but pos- 
hibly there are fears of an American 
raid or there is a prospect of European 
complications. 

"Captain Auron, the newly appoint- 
ed minister of marine, who favors an 
active naval policy especially drawn for 
the Philippines, had a long conference 
today with Admiral Bermejo, whom he 
will succeed." 

London, May 20.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Daily News says: "The 
Spanish correspondents say that Gibral- 
tar has received within a fortnight one 
hundred thousand tons of coal and large 
quantities of ammunition." 



RATE AVAIt THRIVING.. 

(Passenger Agents Committee Fail to 
Keuch Any Agreement— Further 
Cut From San Francisco. 

New York, May 19.— The committee 
appointed at the recent meeting of the 
Western railroad passenger agents to 
devise a plan for ending the Klondike 
rate war reported to the passenger 
agents of the roads most concerned at 
a meeting held to-day that it was unable 
to reach a unanimous conclusion. It 
received in reply instructions to con- 
tinue its labors until a satisfactory plan 
was devised. 

It is understood that the C. P. It. 
demands differentials that the American 
roads are unwilling to grant. The roads 
represented upon the committee are the 
C.P.R., N.P.R., Grand Trunk. G.N.R., 
C.B. & Q., and the CM. & St. P. 

Chicago, May 19.— Roads out or San 
Francisco are making further reductions 
in rates. The Southern Pacific an- 
nounces it will meet the rates of the 
Canadian Pacific by the Shasta route 
through Portland, and the Santa Fe has 
determined to make the same rates over 
its road. 



CANADIAN NEWS NOTES. 

Ingersoll Baptist Church and Hamil- 
ton Telegraph Ofllcc- Burned — 
Iu Liquidation. 

The Buptish church at Ingersoll, Out., 
was destroyed by fire yesterday morn- 
ing. It was a handsome structure 
erected about eight years ago at a cost 
of $14,000, and insured for .$10,000. 

The firm of Letang, Letang & Co., 
wholesale hardware merchants, of St. 
Paul street, Montreal,' has gone into 
voluntary liquidation. The liabilities 
amount to $100,000, and it is claimed 
the assets are .^OO.OOO. 

At Hamilton yesterday the big building 
on James street south, occupied by the 
Great Northwestern Telegraphs, and 
formerly the Spectator newspaper, was 
burned. The Joss is $28,000, covered 
by insurance. John Froctor owns the 
building. 

Annie MoGarry, of Napanee, Onr., 
has been arrester charged with murder- 
ing her three-year-old child by starving 
it. The woman was confined in a baby 
farm on Adelaide street west, Toronto.

One big shell 
delivered at: such a range would leave 
only the debris of the struck ship Heat- 
ing on the surface of the water. 

"Modern ships of war arc not devised 
to get. within any such range of each 
other in action. The nearest that any 
of the opposing ships in the great, naval 
battle on the Yaltl got to each other 
was a trifle under two miles, and what 
one battleship can do to another at that 
range is something beyond calculation. 
The naval engagement of this era is very 
largely a matter of lnauoeuvering— of 
presenting the smallest possible target to 
the guns of the enemy's ships, anil of 
forcing the enemy to present: their big- 
gest hull to the range-finders. When the 
commander of a ship in the coming en- 
gagements can contrive to get in his 
work on the enemy's vessel while only 
pointing with his nose in their direction 
— leaving them practically only a razor's 
edge target— he is liable to eat. them 
uii. But while there is still a drill 
in the United States navy called 'repel- 
ling boarders,' the drill is only retained 
in the manual for the sake of exercising 
the rapn, and the only boarding that 
will be done in the coming fights will be 
done by prize crews, taken possession 
of beaten ships, after tile latter have 
struck their colors."— Washington Star.

IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The Premier of Rritish Columbia, the 
Hon. ,T. EL Turner, was able to an- 
nounce to the bouse yesterday that the 
liberal railway policy which the gov- 
ernment recommended and the house 
endorsed, will immediately bear fruit 
in the construction of two of the rail- 
ways from the eoast to which it applies. 

Tho contract; for tho Coast-TesJin 
road is being prepartd and will be 
signed as soon as it. is completed, and 
work is about, to be begun simultane- 
ously at three points on the Coast 
Kooteuay road. It must have been a 
proud moment for Mr. Turner when he 
made the above statement to the house. 
It is certainly a source of pride to the 
Colonist, as it is to till other friends of 
the administration, that 'the Premier 
was able to make such an announce- 
ment. The people of British Colum- 
bia, without distinction as to local- 
ity or party. will recognize that, 
whatever may have been their views as 
to the wisdom of the policy which found 
expression in the loan bill, it has the 
merit of success, and has been instru- 
mental in introducing new and highly 
important factors into the industrial 
and commercial life of the province. 
Canadians everywhere will feel a high 
degree of satisfaction that British Col- 
umbia has shown herself equal to her 
unrivalled opportunities, and has not 
only faith in her own boundless re- 
sources, but the courage and ability 
necessary for their speedy development. 

The simple fact that because of the 
policy adopted by the provincial gov- 
ernment and ratified by the house, 
eight hundred miles' of railway will at 
once be begun by British Columbia, 
is of itself of prime importance, for 
it means the expenditure of millions of 
dollars in this province during the next 
few years for labor and material. This 
is only the first, effect. One of those 
railways will tie the Coast and Kootenay 
more closely together, beside opening one 
of the richest sections of Canada. The 
other will bring the trade of the golden 
north to British Columbia, besides open 
a vast region in the province of known 
value. For years past, there lias been 
talk of a railway to the Yukon, as one 
of the great undertakings of the future. 
It is now to be built, and to the sagac- 
ity of the British Columbia government 
and the good sense of the British Colum- 
bia legislature this happy result is due. 

While the legislature was actuated 
ehicQy by a desire to promote the in- 
terests of the province when it assent- 
ed to the subsidy to the Coast-Teslin 
road, it is entitled to credit for having 
.struck a good blow for Canadian in- 
terests in the North. The rivalry for 
the Yukon trade has been keen, anil 
Canada has found in the business 
men of the United Suites compet- 
itors who were difficult to overcome. 
The latter had certain advantages by 
which they well knew how to profit', 
and they have been and would have 
continued for all time to come to be a 
thorn in the side of Canadian northern 
trade unless an all-Canadian route to 
the gold fields hail been provided for. 
The effort of the Dominion government 
to secure such a route having failed, if 
British Columbia had not stepped for- 
ward ia the very nick of time with a 
feasible scheme, oilier projects, prejudic- 
ial to Canadian interests, would neces- 
sarily have been advanced and with 
their success the chance of a line to a 
British Columbia seaport, would have 
become very remote. The far-sighted 
and energetic action of the British Col- 
umbia government, backed up by the 
majority of the legislature, has been 
able lo secure for Canada a way where- 
by it can control the trade of her own 
territory. 

In the feelings of satisfaction arising 
out. of flic Premier's anouncemcnl the 
members of the opposition, as such, have 
no share. An invitation was extended 
to them to unite with the government 
in passing the loan bill so as to make 
it appear lo the world that British Col- 
umbians are a unit when it comes to 
faith in the country and a determin- 
ation to develop it. But the invitation 
was rejected, and the old and time- 
worn policy of captious opposition was 
resorted to. The new impetus which 
■every interest in British Columbia will 
now receive will come in spite of all the 
opposition of a political party could 
do to prevent it. If the opposition 
could have had its way not one of the 
contracts that have been already let 
in connection with the proposed rail- 
ways, not one of those , that will soon 
he let, not. one of the large purchases 
of merchandize already made and to be 
made, not one of the great sales of farm 
produce that, will certainly take place 
in (lie immediate future, and none of 
the employment, soon to- be given to 
thousands of men at good wages, could 
have been reitized. In tile good times, 
which (hoy are soon lo enjoy as the 



THE PROVINCIAL FINANCES, 

The News-Advertiser docs not assent 
to the proposition that the localities 
Which are opened to occupation by new 
highways and railways will reimburse 
the province for the outlay, and it talks 
in an ex cathedra way about, what has 
been proved upon this point by the ex- 
perience of the South American coun- 
tries and tho various parts of the British 
Empire. Guileless readers are expected 
to assume from this that our esteemed 
contemporary lias the financial history of 
the universe down pat and is able to pro- 
duce irrefutable proof of its position as 
above. This is a way the Vancouver 
paper has, and we are hound to say it 
is a very plausible way of handling pub- 
lic questions. We may beg leave, how- 
over, to express a shadow of doubt if the 
News-Advertiser lias mastered the finan- 
cial problem of all civilization and is in 
a position to lay down laws which must 
be accepted as infallible. The most dis- 
tinguished writers on political economy 
are content to put forward general pro- 
positions tentatively. The Vancouver 
authority has a soul above half meas- 
ures, and when it needs a principle to 
base an argument upon, it propounds one 
with all the positiveness of a imposition 
in Euclid. The Colonit,t vi atures to sug- 
gest that there is at least a margin for 
doubt as to the infallibility of its contem- 
porary's universal law of finance. 

If it is correct, that as population and 
business increase over the province die 
contributions of the people to tho revenue 
will not bear a larger proportion to the 
expenditure than they do when the set- 
tled districts are few and fur between, 
British Columbia is certainly in a very 
bad way, it is necessary at: once and 
forever to put. an end to expenditures on 
capital account and people in remote or 
new sections must be content to wait for 
necessary improvements until they tliem- 
silvcs are able lo pay for them. Clear- 
ly it: will not pay to borrow money to de- 
velop a locality, if the demands of that 
locality upon the provincial revenue will 
bear a greater portion of its contribu- 
tions after developments than it did be- 
fore." It is evident from the records of 
our own province, without going to 
South America or the Sandwich Islands 
for proof, that the sparsely settled locali- 
ties do not pay into the revenue as much 
as they receive out of it, and ir, as they 
grow more populous and richer anil 
therefore contribute more to the revenue 
than they do now. the proportionate ex 
cess of their demands upon the treasury 
will increase, the province is on the high 
road to bankruptcy and no power on 
earth can stop it. The News-Adv 
tiser talks about changing the incidence 
of taxation, reforming the financial sy 
tern and other mutters of that natun 
but that; will not hold the case nny. If 
tho more money spent in making a lo 
cality lit to live in the greater will bt 
the demands of the locality for expend! 
tines and the less proportionately it will 
contribute to meet that expenditure, it 
matters little how the incidence of taxa 
tion falls or upon what system taxes are 
l*eved and expended. Under any possibi 
plan that can be suggested there is ruin 
ahead, and all the taxpayers have is a 
choice of the manner ii. which they will 
be shipwrecked. 

The history of British Columbia dm 
not bear out what our contemporary con- 
tends is tile general law or justify it 
gloomy forebodings. This is proved by 
the fact that if no extraordinary expendi 
lures were made on public works, there 
would be a substantial surplus oat of the 
revenue now collected. It cannot, he suc- 
cessfully gainsaid that if the legislature 
of British Columbia would stop votinj. 
money to open new parts of the prov- 
ince, would repeal its acts authorizing 
any further railway subsidies and con 
lino itself solely to providing for the 
wants of those special locolities that 
are already developed, the rate of taxa 
tion would steadily "decrease from year 
to year. All the necessary administra- 
tive machinery is provided for that part 
of the province which is already occupi- 
ed. If ten times as many people lived 
in it no additional machinery would be 
called for. An additional clerk, or school 
teacher or policeman would he needed 
f i om time to time, but tho contributions 
of the new people to the revenue would 
more than meet the expense of this. 
There is no manner of doubt that if the 
province were content to go along simply 
keeping up what is now established in 
the way of public works, repairing them 
when they need it, but not reaching out 
to provide for new coiners in new sec- 
tions, there would be a large surplus 
every year at the present rate of taxa- 
tion. Hut such a policy as this would 
not: be tolerated by the people. There 
is a demand for expansion, and this de- 
mand t ho government has endeavored to 
meet in the only way in which it could 
be met, namely, by borrowing the money. 

It Is quite true that a policy of un- 
limited borrowing canned; be allowed to 
prevail. There is a stage when it. is ne- 
cessary to stop in every financial tran- 
saction. Probably, indeed we hold that 
it is indisputable, that for t lie next few 
years tho province will have to go slow 
in expenditures on capital account and 
in granting aid to railways. Time must 
be given -for the seed that has been sown 
to produce a crop before a new sowing 
is made. If the results are obtained, 
which we are sure even tho News-Ad- 
vertiser hopes for, the next five years 
will witness such a change in tho con- 
dition of the province, that if further ex- 
penditures, are needed on a large scale 
it 1 will he good financial policy to make 
them. It is fair ( in judging of the 
policy which the government has adopted 
to consider the arguments which the goy- 
prnmimt lias advanced in support of it. 



If the government had been persuaded 
that the News-Advertiser's position is 
right, it would not have asked the house 
lo sanction large capital expenditures 
and pledge itself to railway subsidies. 
1 i' it. believed as the News-Advertiser 
does, it would have let tilings drift along 
as they have been going. But in that 
case what would have been tho com- 
plaint of the News-Advertiser? It would 
have been that the government was ne- 
glectful of the needs of the province, 
that it was a do-nothing, incompetent 
and careless administration. We would 
have heard the most strenuous sort of a 
demand for an aggressive policy, from 
the same source as now come complaints 
that too much has been attempted. 

We do not dissent from one position 
taken by our contemporary, for indeed it: 
is one which the Colonist lias already 
advanced, namely that the province is 
fact outgrowing its present, financial 
system and its present methods" of ad- 
ministration. Changes will have to be 
made; but these changes can only in a 
slight degree nfTect tho rate of taxation. 
What the Colonist looks forward to is a 
time when the provincial government 
will have less responsibility for local 
administration, and therefore will need a 
smaller establishment and less revenue; 
but there is no way in which the public 
service can be made to cost the people 
much less than it does now in the aggre- 
gate, although a part of the taxes now 
collected and expended by the province 
may be collected and expended by local 
organizations. Reduction of the aggre- 
gate taxation will come when popula- 
tion and wealth increase sufficiently to 
overbalance the growing needs of the 
several localities. In other words, it 
will doubtless be found possible to re- 
duce the expense of the p rovincial estab- 
lishment by thr owing the cost of local 
affairs on local governing bodies, which 
can regulate the cost, as seems best to 
the people of the several localities. If 
this is what the News-Advertiser means 
by reform in our financial system, the 
Colonist: is prepared to join with it in an 
endeavor to discover a satisfactory meth- 
od of introducing it .although with con- 
siderable misgiving as to whether the 
movement is not premature. 

The reference to Mr. Tom Kaius in 
the Times report of the proceedings be 
fore the commission was positively lira 
tal.

THURSDAY, May 19, 1898. 
To-night the legislature finished up 
the work of the session and the Premier 
announced that to-day the Lieutenant- 
Governor would prorogue the house at 
3 o'clock. The feature of the day was 
the announcement of the Premier just 
before adjournment of the certainty 
that the railway from Teslin lake to the 
ccast and the road from the coast to 
Boundary would be built in a very short 
time. Expressions of friendly personal 
feeling were exchanged between govern- 
ment and opposition leaders and the pro- 
ceedings ended with the singing of "God 
Save the' Queen." 

The house was opened with prayer 
by Rev. W. Leslie Clay. 

The report of the Game bill was adopt- 
ed, and the hill read a third time and 
passed. 

The adjourned debate being readied 
of the point of order raised by 
Mr. Sword, on the second reading of 
.Mr. Helmcken's bill to amend the Qnes- 
nelle Lake Dam Company Amendment 
bill, Mr. Speaker ruled the bill out of 
order. 

Mr.Sponker, ia giving his reason for 
this, said: "Objection was raised by the 
member for Dewdney to the second 
reading of Hill No. 73, proposing to 
amend cap. l'.l of 44 Vic. on the ground 
that it is not competent for a private 
member to propose an amendment to a 
private act. The ostensible object of 
this bill is to amend a public act passed 
for the purpose of restricting powers 
granted by a private act and were this 
bill confined to a modification of such 
restriction, it. might have been in order. 
This bill, however, instead of attempt- 
ing to modify the restrictions imposed, 
apears to go beyond the public act, and 
proposes to place still greater restric- 
tions on the powers given under the 
private act referred to. This appears 
to roe to be beyond the power of a pri- 
vate member of the bouse, as it can- 
not, be contended that amending a pri- 
vate act. in one particular by a public 
act opens the whole act to review at 
any subsequent occasion. I must, there- 
fore, rule that this bill is out of order." 

Mr. Helmcken begged respectfully to 
appeal from the ruling of (lie chair, giv- 
ing as his reasons for doing so that the 
present bill and the act. proposed to be 
amended were public acts; that, it had 
been decided already that the act pro- 
posed to bi> amended was a public act 
when objection bad been taken to the 
Attorney General introducing it also 
that the act proposed to be amended and 
the act of this session, No. 02, were both 
public bills, and were introduced not as 
government measures but: by members 
of the executive in their private capac- 
ity. 

Mr. Semlin suggested that the debate 
might be adjourned till later in the day, 
so that the members might have nn op- 
portunity of understanding it better. 

Mr. Hunter declared that it. was per- 
fectly clear that Mr. Speaker's decision 
was correct, and that, it was not right 
that a private member should have the 
right to bring in a . bill to amend a pri- 
vate act in the way proposed to be done. 

The debate was then adjourned. 
MUNICIPAL CLAUSES. 

In committee, Dr. Walkem took ox- 
ception to the section allowing the in- 
crease in retail licenses. The section 
was one of those put in at the request 
of the Council of Victoria, and read: 

It;. Sub-section (11) of section 171 of 
said Act. is hereby repealed, and the fol- 
lowing is enacted in lieu thereof:— 

"(11.1 Eor any retail dealer, not. ex- 
ceeding twenty-live dollars for every six 
months. . 

"The amount, of such last-mentioned 
license shall he regulated in such man- 
ner as the municipality may from time to 
time determine by the superficial floor 
space of the premises occupied by any 
such trader in carrying on his business, 
and the municipality shall have power to 
discriminate as between various trades, 
and to take into consideration the bulk 
end value of the goods generally kept in 
stock bv the person applying for any 
such license, and the locality of the pre- 
mises and to lix and arrange a sliding 
scale for sit -h license in such manner 
us may be deemed expedient. Such two 
last-mentioned licenses to enable the per- 
son paving the same to change his place 
of business, but not to carry on busi- 
ness at two places at. the same time 
under one license." 

The section, lie held, was just to gwo 
the City of Victoria a chance to squeeze 
a little' more money out of the business 
portion of tho city. It was unjust, and 
he would oppose it. 

Mr. Brnden hud heard strong protests 
against: the section, and he would Vote 
against it. 

The section was struck nut. 

On motion of Hon. Mr., Eberts the 
following section was struck out: 

111. Sub-section (b.) of section ISO of 
said Act: is hereby repealed, and the fol- 
lowing is enacted in lieu thereof:— 

"(b.) In Township or District Munici- 
palities, of the Reeve, or in tho event, of 
his inability to be present, a Councillor 
appointed by the Reeve, two Councillors 
elected annually for that purpose by the 
Council, and two Justices of the Pence 
selected annually by the Municipal 
Council by resolution. having jurisdiction 
in the municipality, and the Reeve, or 
Councillor by him appointed, shall be 
ex-olllcio chairman of the Board, and 
nny three members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business " 



cupies premises in the municipality for 
temporary periods and who may offer 
goods or merchandise of any description 
for sale by auction, or in any other man- 
ner, conducted by himself ou by a lic- 
'ensed auctioneer, or otherwise, in addi- 
tion to any other license before mention- 
ed, a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for every six months or part 
thereof." 
This was carried. 

Mr. Hunter, in the absence of Mr. 
Williams, moved to put in a new sub- 
section to section 50 of tlie Municipal 
Clauses Act, giving power for setting 
apart as much of any highway, or road, 
or street, as the Council of any munici- 
pality having control over the same 
deems necessary for the purposes of a 
bicycle path and any person who rides, 
drives or leads a horse or other beast of 
burden, or a waggon, carriage or cart, 
over or along such bicycle path, shall 
incur the penalties imposed by the 'High- 
way Traffic Regulation Act.' " 

This was carried. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley moved (bat the 
Municipal Clauses Act giving municipal- 
ities power to tax lawyers !)!2,> a year bo 
struck out. The tax was one that, had 
had never been collected, and he did 
not think it: ever would. He pointed 
out that already the members of the bar 
each paid $20 a year towards the keep- 
ing up of law libraries throughout tlie 
province, and these libraries were not 
only for the benefit of tlie bar but of 
the public as well. 

Mr. Sword, amid some amusement, 
said tliat it would be too bad to deprive 
the municipalities of imposing a tax on 
the lawyers if they wished. 

The amendment was lost, and the bill 
was reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

Tin? debate on the appeal from the 
Speaker's ruling, adjourned from the 
early part, of the afternoon, was resum- 
ed, and at (i o'clock the house took 
recess.

SKA FIGHTS OF- H1STOHV. 

Pan 1 Jones - Battle Off Flnroboro Head 
From a British Standpoint. 

To the Editor:— In the Colonist of 18th 
May you print "Sea Fights of History," 
from ttie Ncw York Commercial Advertiser, 
and the first tight between Paul .[ones (the 
lirst American admiral who, by the way. 
they forget to say was a Scotchman) and 
the Serapls, and Countess of Scarborough, 
English men of war, oil Flnmboio Iliad. 
Yorkshire, is quoted, ami as usual from 
the American version. Now, sir, it Is about 
time the English version was given The 
first account the writer read was from tlie 
Montreal Star and Family Herald of 22ud 
September, 1N!)U. In Us anniversary co'umn, 
followed In the same paper of HT t h October, 
181)0, by a correction supplied by "A Con- 
stant Header, Spellumaclii'on, B. C," Next 
was a short article In Harper's Magazine 
of September, 1807. Next all article in 
Truth (American) of (!tli April. 181)3. Next 
article In Life (American) of ."ah May, 1808. 
all with the exception of •'Constant 
Header's" from the American version, and 
omitting the fact that the Serapls had not 
only Pan! Jones alongside, but the Ameri- 
can frigate Alliance on her quarter, in ad- 
dition, two to one in fact, they represent 
that the Serapls was manageable, well 
found and manned, whereas tin* very op- 
posite was the truth anil the same with the 
Countess of Scarborough, a --"i-gun ship, 
tlie Serapls being a 44-gUI) ship. What was 
the American frigate If like most others 
of tier day. She would outclass the Serapls 
heavily . Paul Jones' vessel, the Bon 
Homme Richard, may have been as uusea- 
worthy as the Serapls. I herewith give 
you an extract from a Southampton, Eng- 
lish newspaper, of September 1871). 

"The engagement took place on (be L'.'ird 
September, 177i> t wit bin a few days of a 
century ago) when the Baltic fleet, under 
convoy of the 44-gun ship Serapls (Captain 
Pearson), anil the 25-gun ship Countess of 
Scarborough (Captain I'ierey), was descried 
by Paul Jones' squadron, consisting of his 
own ship, Bon Horn in e Hichurd, and four 
other French and American vessels of war. 
Both English ships were unwelldy in build 
and badly armed. An animated account of 
the action may be found in Bonn's Battles 
of the British Navy, 1852. It resulted in 
the escape of the convoy, tlie capture of the 
Sernpls and the sinking of the Bon Homme 
Richard. These ships fought alongside, 
head and stern, from 8:30 a.m. till lu:,'10 
a.m.. the enemy's frigate, the Alliance, 
pouring In a galling lire which tlie Serapls 
could not return, tlie lighting was desper- 
ate and nt one time the Americans culled 
for quarter, though it is doubtful if lids 
was not n ruse, had not the Alliance been 
at hand the Richard must have been cap- 
tured. The Serapls suffered dreadfully. 
The officers and men were shot down till 
Captain Pearson remained almost alone 
upon the quarter deck, and he reluctantly 
ordered the colors to be struck to save the 
remainder of his gallant crew, and at that 
moment the main mast fell over the side. 
The prisoners were conveyed on hoard the 
Richard, but she was slaking and they 
were transferred to the Serapls. The 
Hlehard went down with many of her 
wounded on board. Captain Pearson was 
afterwards knighted tor his gallant con- 
duct, anil Captain I'ierey was promoted. 
We do not apologise to our readers for the 
length of this article, for a talc of bravery 
Is always welcome to Englishmen." 

So much, Mr. Editor, for the English ver- 
son. What I object to In the American ver- 
sion Is that to glorify their tirins (by the 
way wielded by English deserters from the 
royal navy, and who as an additional incen- 
tive to their natural bravery, had the fear 
of a rope at the yard arm before them In 
the case of failure. The American writers 
forget to mention this phase of the person- 
nel of their navy of those days.) They In- 
variably magnify the English strength and 
modify their own, when as a rule In most 
engagements the American vessels were 
superior iu size of shl|), weight of metal, 
number of guns and men. Now lids en- 
gagement of Paul Jones was brilliant 
enough on Its merits, without trying to add j 
to It by magnifying the strength of the i 
English ships. Harpers article was the I 
most unfair, evidently from Inability to i 
grasp the significance of the action and Its 
results, viz., the saving of the Baltic fleet j 
of merchantmen, and for which Captain 
Pearson was not only knighted by his king, 
but had the freedom of the city of London 
conferred upon him anil a sword of honor 
presented to him by the citizens of London. 
Paul Jones hud returned his sword to him 
after his surrender as a murk of his ap- 
preciation of his bravery In the engage- 
ment. The writer has a copy of a ballad 
repeated by an old sailor of the name of 
Russell nt Southampton to Mr. Oroztcr, R. 
N., a relative of Captain Pearson, anil pub- 
lished by the beforementloned Southam- 
ton pnper. One verse Is as follows: 
"Eor If we get taken, you surely will see 
I.Ike 'dogs In a halter all hands we shall 
be." 

Tlie shots from the English came pouring 
all round, 

Cutting away all (he rigging, and the 
Pirate went down. 
The first tw.i lines being Paul Jones' mild 
hint to his men of likely results In event of 
being taken. The wilier had In his employ 
for many years an obi man who remem- 
bered being taken as a nmitll boy along with 
women to the hills to escape Paul

Mr. Ilelmcken continued the debate 
commenced in the afternoon on lii.s ap- 
peal from Mr. Speaker's ruling. 

Mr. Eberts said the government were 
desirous of .seeing nothing done that 
could be construed as affecting the rights 
possessed by free miners, and with this 
thought in view he would move the ad- 
journment of the debate in order that 
'consideration might be given to a mes- 
sage from the Lieutenant-Governor re- 
turning to the house the bill passed 
earlier in the session amending the 
Quesnclle Lake Dam Company's act of 
1805. This was agreed to, and the am- 
endment was put through the various 
stages and incorporated in the bill. The 
amendment reads: 

"Nothing in this act contained shall 
be deemed or held to impair or affect the 
rights of free miners under section 5 of 
the act passed in the 58th year of the 
reign of Her Majesty, and entitled 'An 
Act to Further Amend 44 Vie. Cap. 
10.' " 

The Quest ion of Mr. Helmcken's ap- 
peal was then put, and Mr. Speaker sus- 
tained in bis ruling by the house. 
TOO LATH. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in answer to a ques- 
tioii by Mr. Mticpherson for tin? names 
hi' all persons or companies who have 
disputed their liability to pay royalties 
on cordwood, said that it would take at 
least two or three days to get the infor- 
mation. The returns would have to be 
got from different parts of the province 
and it was impossible to give an answer 
on so short notice. 

THE LAST ACT. 

The report of the Municipal Clauses 
Act Amendment hill was adopted, ami 
a mid applause the last act of the session 
was read a third time and passed. 
FAKEWELL WOKDS. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in moving that the 
house adjourn until 2:150 to-morrow, in- 
formed the members that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor would attend .to prorogue 
(be house at: 3 o'clock. 

"E will take this* opportunity," he said, 
"to make a few remarks. This session 
of the house has been held in a very 
eventful epoch in the history of the pro- 
vince. We have had a very long and 
arduous session and after careful con- 
sideration we have passed some very im- 
portant acts — so important that they are 
destined to hold a very prominent place 
on the pages of British Columbia his- 
tory. Many of these acts relate to high- 
ly important public works, among them 
those for the development of the coun- 
try by means of railways. 1 consider it 
an honor to the members of this bouse 
lo have taken part in the work of pass- 
ing these measures for the benefit of the 
country. 

"I have very great pleasure in stat- 
ing that the railway from Itosslund to 
the eoast will be commenced immediate- 
ly, and that the line from Teslin bike to 
the coast of the province will also he 
under construction within the next few 
weeks— indeed it is virtually in progress 
already. Wo will see within the next 
twelvemonth the railway from 'Kobson 
anil l'enticton running into Boundary 
Creek, and in the near future the all- 
Canadian route to Teslin lake and thence 
on to the Yukon will be in operation. 

"Thus, 1 think, • it is a proud thing 
for us as members of this house to have 
taken part in the bringing about of mea- 
sures which will have so remarkable re- 
sults for the advancement of the prov- 
ince. These works of development will 
open up the country, increase the popu- 
lation, and at the same time give bet- 
ter prospects for the success and hap- 
piness of the people. That of itself is 
a great honor— that the members should 
appreciate. 

"In making this 'announcement I may 
be permitted to express the great pleas- 
ure that I feel in having been joined by 
gentlemen on both sides of the house 
in carrying out the measures of this ses- 
sion. The term of the life of the pres- 
ent parliament is now drawing to a close. 
We have worked together for the past 
four years. Although differing some 
times in our views, we have all been 
actuated with a desire of pushing on the 
welfare <>t' British Columbia. (Hear, 
hear.) At times we have fought and at 
times we have fraternized, and I am 
sure that we part with only feelings of 
respect and good will for one another. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Semlin, in acknowledging the sen- 
timents expressed by the Premier, said 
the opposition cordially reciprocated 
Ihenii The session had been an im- 
portant one, and many matters bad been 
disposed nf of. lasting importance to the 
province. While differing almost wholly 
from the government in Respect to some 
of the acts passed, he only hoped that 
the government might not. be disappoint- 
ed in the results they expected, and that 
what had been done would prove tor the 
good of the province, lie was sure that 
the members parted without any ill-feel- 
ing. He had been identified with pro- 
vincial politics since 1871, and during all 
that time bad been through many bitter 
lights, but' still had always parted from 
his associates in the house with feelings 
of the greatest friendship at the close of 
the sessional work. He closed by hu- 
morously saying: 

"The war now ceases, but only for a 
short period, and while the members of 
the government are such ornaments in 
private life, T will do my best to have 
(hem to continue to adorn that circle in 
life." 

Hon. Col. Baker referred with pleas- 
ure to the twelve years during which be 
had been in the bouse with the lender of 
the opposition, and said that during all 
that lime he had never known Mr. Sem- 
lin to make a personal attack upon any 
one — an example that might well be fol- 
lowed by other members. If he had ever 
made a personal attack he greatly re- 
gretted it. and he could assure the mem- 
bers that he had never had .'o attacked 
unless first assailed, and then he might 
Strike straight from the sh udder. 

Mr. Speaker, in putting the motion to 
adjourn, took occasion to thank tin- 
members for the manner in which they 
had assisted him in carrying on the dut- 
ies of speaker, lie bade them farewell, 
anil wished them all good luck.

The principal characteristic of the Moi- 
Ican is undoubtedly bis unchanging cour- 
tesy. 

"Oh, how dollciously polltof" is a phrase 
wo honr ovory day from tho lips of foreign 
ladies when they onjoy tho not unusual 
sight of two natives, ragged beyond de- 
scription perhaps, who stop n horso car in 
tho street and keep it standing while ouch 
insists with elegant bows and flowing com- 
pliments that tho other prcoodo him in go- 
ing up the stops. 
"Alter you, sir. " 

"Not at all. Iain unworthy of such a 
high honor." 
"I dure not tako precedence, sir." 
"It is only what is duo your superiority. 
Walk up, ploaYo!" 

"Not for ull tho world. You aro en- 
titled to that proforeneo." 

This goes on for somo time, until tho 
ear begins to move, and both fling them- 
Belvos at onoo upon tho steps, smashing tho 
corns of another man standing on tho plat- 
form, an accident that gives rise to new 
effusions of good bleeding. 

"Oh, sir, how sorry I am to have trod 
on your foot. I sincerely entreat you to 
excuse my oversight." 

"Never mind," says the victim, gritting 
his teeth and with tears in his eyes, "it is 
an honor to bo trod on by you." 
"Thanks for your kindness." 
"I am myself in duty bound to thank 
you. " 

In fact, dudes from over tho sen or from 
across tho Rio Grando may boast of their 
wealth and their Parisian made trousero, 
hollos of other lands of their golden trosses 
and charming" personalities, but no other 
iiatlon equals tho stately dignity of Mexi- 
can courtesy. 

If it is a great luxury to bo taught how 
to bow and what to do under all circum- 
stances by a gentleman who knows these 
things becauso ho belongs to the European 
aristocracy and has behind him a lino of 
ancestors who behaved ns well as they 
could in such matters, it Is surprising to 
observe in a wholo nation, even in the 
humblest classes, courtesy not produced by 
artificial menus, but gracefully and ro- 
flnodly practiced as a special endowment of 
nature. 

Persons in other countries aro rarely 
treated to such scones as those we have at- 
tempted to describe, and to many they 
might appear exaggerated, but let those 
that doubt como and judge for tbomsolvcs. 

I will cito a few authentic experiences in 
Illustration of the subject: 

An American young lady was onco talk- 
ing with an old Mexican gentleman and 
she laughingly said something about hav- 
ing somo literary work to do. 

It was good to sco the old fellow's im- 
pressivo manner and air of perfect sincer- 
ity as be exclaimed: 

"Work! Miss, such lips as yours should 
novor mention work. You should bo a 
<]ueon and wear pearls as beautiful as those 
incased in your lovely mouth. " 

Another young woman was overheard 
to say in English to her mother in tho 
tho/iter: 

"Look at that Mexican girl. Do you 
like her? I think her nose is too long and 
her features aro too sharp." 

Whereupon t jo Mexican girl said In hor 
most endearing tono in broken English: 

"Miss, ns Cod bestowed on you all tho 
attributes of perfect bounty, very little was 
left for me. Bolievo mo, you aro tho sweet- 
est creature I have laid my eyes on, and 1 
never get tired of looking at your charm- 
ing l ace. " 

Nowhere will tho stranger find more 
civility and kindness than among tho Mex- 
icans. 

Their houses, their families, their horses, 
their flowers, their time, even their lives, 
aro placed, figuratively, at least, "at our 
disposition." 

"A los pics do Mstcd, senora" (My lady, 
I am at your feet), is tho prescribed form 
of salutation from a gentleman who meets 
a lady, while if two gentlemen meet they 
address one another us follows: "Beso a 
listed In mano (I kiss your hand). 

Tho sumo applies to written correspond- 
ence. A note from a gentleman to a lady 
ends in this wiso: "Soy do V., senora, 
utento servidor, Q. SS. PP.B." Tho in- 
itials aro for "quo sus pios besn, " and tho 
wholo phrase stands for "I am, my lady, 
your attentive servant who kisses your 
foot." 

If a gentleman is nddressod in writing, 
only his hands are kissed, not his foot. 

Theso formulas aro followed not only by 
tho richor, but by all classes. As to the 
poorest, their courtesy toward ono another 
is widely different from tho gruff, boorish 
intercourse of tho plebeians of other na- 
tions. 

Tho poor of Moxleo cannot frnmo a sen- 
tence without employing ono or moro 
turms of endearment: 

"Como estas, mi alma?" (How aro you, 
my soul?) Tho words they address each 
other speak of tho gontlo consideration for 
tho feelings of their neighbors which char- 
acterizes tho race and emanates from spon- 
taneous courtesy. , 

A Mexican gentleman will nover permit 
a lady to descend the stairs unaccompa- 
nied. Ho takes her softly by the hand or 
offers bis arm to assist her in going down 
tho steps, and only takes leave of her at 
tho door, when ho docs not insist in leav- 
ing tho lady at her own homo. 

Love is nioro the business of lifo in Mex- 
ico than in northern climes; perhaps be- 
causo other people hove nioro diversions 
than wo have. The ladylove is ardently 
styled "tho very eyes of me," but that does 
not prevent the Mexican beau, when stung 
by jealousy, from denouncing lovo as 
treacherous. 

"Since thoro is no help, I bow before 
you, kiss your foct and depart," is tho be- 
coming way in which the unrequited lover 
takes leave of tho girl that has given him 
tho cold shouldor. 

Knee, of course, has had its influence in 
promoting this spirit of courtesy and ci- 
vility. It is an inheritance from tho old 
colonial days. Tho descendants of tho 
viceroy and "oidorcs" of Now Spain ac- 
quired by tho oxereisoof power and wealth 
a certain advantage of manner and tone 
transmitted through several generations to 
tho Mexicans of today, and high breeding 
was tho result in all classes that came in 
contact with tho old Spanish cavaliers or 
with thoir offspring. 

It may bo sot down as n certainty tlyit 
no society is moro refined than that whore 
a poor peon has the mannors of agent lo- 
lunn.— Two Republics.

A BY-LAW. 



To Enable the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to Raise tile Hum of UUU 
for Water Works Purposes. 

Whereas a petition signed by the owners 
of more than one-tenth of the value of the 
real property In the Municipality of the 
said City uf Victoria (as shown by the last 
Assessment Roll) has been presented to the 
Municipal Council requesting them to iutro- 
duce a by-law for raising a sum of money 
not exceeding $13,000 lor the purpose of 
completing and rendering effectually opera- 
tive the suld water wurlis of the said City 
of Victoria. 

And whereas the estimated cost of com- 
pleting the said water works is $15,000 
which sum It Is proposed to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of the said city as 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas It will require the sum of 
$3,44Q to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the debt intended to be hereby 
created and the Interest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratable laud and Improvements or real 
property of the .suul Corporation of the City 
of Victoria according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll is $10,804,335. 

And whereas it will require an annual 
rate of 21-100ths of a mill In the dollar for 
the payment of the Interest and creating 
au equal yearly sinking fund fur paying 
the principal ot the said Intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal Clauses Act. 

And whereas this by-law may not he al- 
tered or repealed except with the consent 
of the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as rollows: 

1. it shall be lawful for the Maj-or of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor 
row upon the credit of the said Corporation 
by way of the debentures hereinafter men- 
tioned from any pcrspn or persons or body 
or bodies corporate who may be willing to 
advance the same us a loan a sum of 
money not exceeding In the whole the Bum 
of fifteen thousand dollars currency or 
sterling money at the rate of $4. SO 2-3 dol- 
lars to the one pound sterling, and to cause 
all such sums so raised or received to be 
paid Into the hands of the Treasurer of the 
suld Corporation for the purpose and with 
the object hereinbefore recited. 

2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed and Issued for such sums 
as may be required, not exceeding-, how 
ever, the sum of $15,000.00 either In cur 
rency (or sterling money at the rate of 
4.80 2-3 dollars to the one pouud sterling) 
each of the said debentures being to the 
amount of $1,000.00, or Its sterling equiva- 
lent at the rate aforesaid, and all such de- 
bentures shall be sealed with the seal of 
the Corporation and signed by the .Mayor 
thereof. 

3. The said debentures shall bear date 
the 1st day of '-July, 1808, and be made pay 
able In live years from the said date at 
such place either In Great Britain, the 
United States oT America or the Dominion 
of Canada, as may be designated thereon 
and shall have attached to them coupons 
for tin? payment of Interest, and the slgna 
tares to the Interest coupons, may be either 
written, stamped, printed or lithographed. 

4. The said debentures shall bear Interest 
at the rate of 4Vj per cent, per annum from 
the date thereof, which Interest shall be 
payable half yearly at such place either In 
Great Britain, the United States of Am- 
erica or the Dominion of Canada, as may 
be expressed In the debentures and cou- 
pons. 

5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and t lie In- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be made 
payable at such place either In Great 
Britain, the United States of America or 
the Dominion of Canada as may be desired. 

0. For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency there shall be raised annually the 
sum of $075.00, and for the purpose of rais- 
ing annually a certain specific sum for the 
payment of the debt at maturity there shall 
be raised annually the sum of $2,770.00. 

7. For the purpose of payment of the said 
annual sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned there shall be raised and 
levied In each year a rate of 21-lOOtbs of one 
mill In the dollar on all the ratable land 
and Improvements or real property In the 
Municipality of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria during the continuance of 
the said debentures or any of them and 
such rate shall be raised and levied as to 
land at Its assessed value on the said As- 
sessment Roll, and ns to improvements at 
fifty per cent, of their assessed value 
thereon.

Plans in Tart of the Yukon, Klon- 
dike and Stewart Pioneers 
Company, Ltd. 



Several Changes Spoken of for the 
Pacific Squadron— New 
Shins Coming. 



A eraft of graceful lines, more after the 
n.' ode] of a yacht than a merchant 
steamer, is the Manauen.se, now lying at: 
the outer wharf discharging merchan- 
dise for It. P. Rithet &; Co., Ltd. The 
steamer has already gained much not- 
oriety through happening to have as ear- 
go a. large quantity of liquor, hut it will 
soon he all ashore, and the steamer on 
the fifteenth of the coming month will 
continue her voyage to St.Michuel's. She 
is to leave Victoria on Saturday, and 
will probably not return until after her 
long northern trip. Since her arrival 
at the outer wharf she lias been an at- 
traction for all visitors on incoming 
boats, and Captain Edwards, her mas- 
ter, has been time and again congratul- 
ated upon the unique principle of the 
enterprise and the beauty of his com- 
mand. The Mannuense has been a lte.I 
Cross liner, and of the many vessels 
which fly the Hag of that lino, Mr. Sin- 
glehurst, the owner, regards the Mannu- 
ense as the pet ship. Being such, she 
was well fitted up and made as comfor- 
table as money could make her. She 
ran between the old country and Brazil, 
making frequent trips up the great 
Amazon. She has a very cozy saloon, 
furnished with a piano, and her cabins 
are all large and comfortable. There is 
a large promenade deck, and in the way 
of steam steering gear, electric lights and 
other modern requirements, the ship is 
complete. She is ]u72 gross tonnage, 
and can steam fourteen knots an hour 
or more, carrying coal for 40 days and 
teaming 11% knots an hour on a con- 
sumption of 15 tons of coal. On the de ?k 
are two large steam launches and a 
house boat in sections, previously re- 
ferred to. One of these launches was 
tested on the Mersey before the Man- 
auenso left England, nnd towed a (100- 
ton barge at a. six-knot rate. They draw 
three feet of water and can steam Vi or 
14 knots an hour. They are intended 
to tow tlie house boat up and down the 
river, having been built especially for 
the purpose by a firm which built many 
of the British government's vessels. At 
St. Michael's the SO od passengers, who 
came out from England on the Mannu- 
ense, will he transferred to the house 
boat. They will be taken up to Daw- 
son and in nil likelihood a considerable 
distance beyond. The company man- 
aging the expedition is the Yukon- 
Klondike and Stewart Pioneers Co., 
Ltd.. and it has been incorporated with 
a capitalization of a quarter of a million 
sterling. The company's plans are well 
defined, and some of the members of the 
organization have had practical experi- 
ence in the Yukon. Mr. Richards, one 
of the company, at present acting as 
purser of the ship, says the company is 
here to stay to carry on a mining and 
transportation business. There is big 
wealth behind the company, nnd they 
look forward to making their venture :i 
success. The Mannuense is being fitted 
up to accommodate ,100 passengers, 
which number she could carry running 
back and forth between Victoria, Van- 
couver and St. Michael's. There will be 
a number of stern wheel steamers on the 
Yukon to handle the business of the 
company. One. of these steamers, the 
James Domville, is now building on 
False creek, nnd will be convoyed to St. 
Michael's by the Manatiense. Next sea- 
son two more stern-wheelers will be 
built, but just whether those will be 
constructed in Victoria or on the main- 
land the company is not yet prepared 



ful whether she will return to England or 
remain on this Coast. Some predict that 
the Warspite will again be placed ou 
this station during the coming yenr. 

The steamer Pakshnu arrived yester- 
day afternoon from Wrnngel by way of 
Vancouver. She brought no passen- 
gers or freight to this port but had a 
few passengers for Vancouver. She will 
leave again for the North next Mon- 
day. 

The schooner Ocean Belle nnd Bea- 
trice and the sloop Annie were launched 
from Turpel's ways on Wednesday ev- 
ening and the schooner Penelope taken 
on last night. The schooners had been 
receiving a general overhauling and the 
sloop, which is owned by Captain Cbas. 
Spring, had been on for the purpose of 
being put in shape for entering the 
celebration races. 

Not having left Seattue until midnight 
the Pacific Const steamship City of l'u- 
ebla will bo eleven hours Into in Bailing 
l'ov the south, She will leave Victoria nt 
7 o'clock this morning and will carry a 
large contingent of American soldiers, 
whose late arrival at Seattle accounts 
for the delay, The Walla Walla, the in- 
bound 'Frisco liner, reached port early 
yesterday morning, having been detained 
several hours on the up voyage by the 
northerly winds, usually experienced at 
this season of the year. Her passengers 
numbered all told 247. of whom close on 
200 debarked here mainly for the pur- 
pose of continuing their trip eastward 
over the C. I'. It. The ship brought 
in freight consignments for Victoria 
merchants 2!)7 tons, there being in this 
amount a considerable quantity of new 
fruits. 

The British ship London Hill left for 
Portland yesterday morning in tow of 
the tug Wanderer. The London Hill 
will load wheat nt that port for the 
United Kingdom. 

The steamer Arizona, of the N. P. line, 
arrived at Hongkong from London on 
Saturday last.

Her hull was found per- 
fectly sound nnd now she is considered 
fully as good a ship as the Leander, at 
present on this station. The Iron Duke, 
a. third-class battleship of 0,010 tons, 
which bus heretofore been referred to 
as for the Pacific Coast, will it is thought 
leave England about the same time ns 
the Temerarie and will be stationed it 
Coquirabo. The movements of the Im-

HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 

Why Gun Cotton Is So Largely Used in 
NA'vdl Operations. 

(Springfield, Mass., Republican.) 

"(iuneottou," said an ordnance oflicer, 
when asked about tlie qualities of this 
Biibstunce, which is used in the tor- 
pedoes carried by the ships of Uie navy, 
"is by far the safest of any of the high 
explosives. That is the reason it is 
chosen instead of nitro-glyceriue prepar- 
ations, which, although they will produce 
more powerful results, are very danger- 
ous things to hai-e on shipboard. They 
can be exploded too easily by the appli- 
cation of heat, by a shock, and, "under 
some conditions, by spontaneous combus- 
tion. But tlie guncotton, ns long as it 
is wet, is absolutely safe, and there is 
no trouble about preserving the neees- 
snry degree of moisture." 

Precisely the same opinion regarding 
guncotton as an explosive for naval war- 
fare was expressed by the superintend- 
ent of one of the largest, powder manu- 
facturing firms, a man who bus had 
much experience in the making of gun- 
powder arid guncotton. 

•'Not only- is guncotton absolutely in- 
ert and harmless so Ions as it is wet," 
he said, "but it does not necessarily fol- 
low that <it will. explode even when dry. 
Of course, it is then much more liable 
to do so, but if it. is undisturbed in "any 
way n considerable quantity of it. might 
remain dry without any accident. In 
our works we are extremely careful 
about the way in which we handle dry 
gnncottou, but there is no need of any 
precautions when it is wet. On ship- 
board tho disks of dry cotton which are 
used as primers to detonate the wet 
are always kept away from tlie maga- 
zine; either on deck or in one of the 
cabins. The only danger from them 
would be in ease they were dropped! 
while being handled. The result them 
would iini always — perhaps not usually — 
be an explosion, but you never can toll* 
with certainty. One of the disks might 
be dropped half a dozen times and not 
exploded, and tlie next time, under ap- 
parently the same conditions, it would go 
off. As far as heat is concerned, if the' 
dry gun-cotton is exposed to n continued 
high temperature for a long time, it is- 
libel} to decompose, undergoing chemical' 
changes which generate heat and may go- 
far enough to cause spontaneous combus- 
tion. But no such condition is possible 
on a ship, because the gun-cotton in al- 
ways carried in tho torpedo heads and in- 
spected regularly to see that it remains 
wet, The heads are practically airtight, 
but if any evaporation is noticed the cot- 
ton can bo dampened again by a regular 
menus arranged for Hint purpose." 

The process by which so common and 
harmless a substitute ns cotton is con- 
verted into :i high explosive is a compar- 
ative simple one. 1'ure raw cotton or 
irdinary cotton waste is steeped in a so- 
lution of one part nitric acid and threo 
parts sulphuric acid. The nitric acid is 
the one which renders the cotton explo- 
sive, the presence of the sulphuric acid 
being required only to absorb the water, 
thus allowing the other acid to combine 
more readily with the nearly pure cellu- 
lose of which cotton consists. After tho 
cotton lias soaked in tin; acids for several 
hours, it is taken from the pots and 
squeezed through heavy rollers to extract 
all the superfluous acid which it has not 
absorbed. Then it is washed carefully 
and thoroughly, still with the same object 
of removing tlie free acid. If any of this 
retrained its tendency would he to cause 
chemical changes in the gun-cotton and 
decompose it. Formerly this washing was 
the last process resorted to for the re- 
motal of tho free acid, but a few years 
ago, Sir Frederick Abel found that the 
cells in the cotton fibre so absorbed and' 
retained the acid by capillary attraction 
that tho washing failed to extract it en- 
tirely. To remedy this and mnke the 
guncotton more pure it is now, after be- 
ing washed, passed through a machine 
similar to that which grinds up tlie rags 
in a paper mill. Here it is crushed thor- 
oughly and afterwards- washed again, 
until the Inst trcaoe of free acid disap- 
pears, and the cotton conies out in the 
form of a soft, white pulp, closely re- 
sembling the pulp of which paper is- 
made. This concludes the process of 
actual manufacture, and it now renin ins 
only to convert the guncotton into the 
n.ost convenient form for the use to 
which it is to be put. If it is to bo em- 
ployed in milking powder, it. is dried and 
stored away in pulverized form, hut if it 
is designed for filling torpedoes, it must, 
be compressed to a certain density and' 
molded into the form for the use to- 
which it. is to be packed into the tor- 
redii heads. These shapes vary accord- 
ing to the design of tho torpedoes, -find ' 
the method of packing. Sometimes they 
are disks and sometimes cylinders, flat 
squares or cubes. 

If uncompressed and dry, the gnncot- 
ton would be extremely light, weighing 
no more than ordinary cotton batting, 
but when made into the above forms it 
is compressed to tlie density of about. 1, 
or in other words to a density of an 
equal amount, of water. Tho percen- 
tage of moisture remaining in the gun- 
cotton when it is packed into torpodoes 
varies between 15 and ".0. So safe from 
explosion, unless defoliated, is a brick 
of wet guncotton, that it may be placed 
upon hot coals. As the moisture dries 
oft' from the outside the cotton flakes off 
and burns up quietly. Perfectly dry gun- 
cotton, when confined in a strong ease, 
will explode with great violence if ex- 
posed to a temperature of about .'120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Detonation, or the firing of explosives 
by intense shock, is il modern method, 
for until HO years ago the application of 
heat was always used to bring about, an 
explosion. It has now been discovered 
Hint detonation produces a more power- 
ful effect than explosion by means of 
heat. In detonuting the wet guncotton 
in the torpedo heads, the primer of dry 
guncotton -which is used weighs only a, 
pound or thereabout. It is placed in 
contact with the wet mass, which in u 
White torepdo consists usually of about 
2."0 pounds. Then, by means of a fuse 
nnd fulminate of mercury cap, a Hume is 
shot through tho disk of dry guncotton. 
This explodes instantly, and with it the 
entire mass of the wet cotton, producing 
tremendous results The question of pre- 
cisely how detonation takes place — that: 
is, how so small an initial explosion can 
suffice to decompose a charge behind it 
— has caused much argument und many 
speculations. Bartelot gives ns an ex- 
planation that "the shock of the primary 
explosion 'communicates to the layer of 
molecules in tho immediate proximity an 
enormously active force, whereby the 
'molecular edifice' is shaken to pieces 
and tho initial force is augmented to a. 
degree corresponding to the beat evolved 
by decomposition. A now shock is thorr- 
by produced in the next layer, and the 
action is repeated and so propagaated un- 
til the whole molecular system is com- 
pletely destroyed."

Cull 
attain to-morrow, and I will give you an 
answer." I went the next morning, and 
Mr. Martin said "You are opposed to the 
government, and cannot do any work in 
the department." 

The witness expressed his opinion that 
Mr. Knins had exercised his influence to 
prevent him from obtaining the work. 
Air. Kaius had slated as much to Mr. 



Mr. P. (I. Eichards, upon whose infor- 
mation the Times based its article con- 
taining certain allegations against the 
lands and works department, gave his 
o\ idence yesterday before the Royal 
Commission, opening up a number of 
new questions, to answer which, several 
of the witnesses of the previous day had 
to he recalled. 

In opening proceedings Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem directed attention to the 
report in Wednesday's Times of that 
day's session, advising the reporter not 
to interpolate statements that were not 
made by the witnesses. At the opening 
of the afternoon's proceedings the Com- 
missioner drew attention to another er- 
ror in the Times' report, Mr. Graham 
in his evidence being made to say that 
he had heard certain rumors from a 
Mr. Cotton, whereas Mr. Cotton's mime 
was not mentioned by the witness. 

Mr. Richards was then called. It was 
explained to him that the scope of the 
commission was to enquire into the 
allegations that money had been paid 
to officials of the lands and works depart- 
ment to expedite business. The witness 
said the first direct information he re- 
ceived about a fee being paid to an of- 
ficial of the department, he received 
from Mr. Pope. 

The Commissioner— That is not direct 
information. The editor oi the Times 
stated here that you said Mr. Tohnie 
had paid $10 to Mr. Kaius to expedite 
certain business. 

Mr. Richards— Mr. Graham misunder- 
stood me; what I said was that Mr. Tol- 
mie had told me that Messrs. Tolmie & 
Cooper had some dealings with the lands 
and works department which they wish- 
ed to have rushed through, and in order 
to get them through they paid Mr. Kains 
$10— the money, Air. Tolmie said, being 
paid by Mr. Cooper, and the day after it 
was paid the Crown grant was issued. 

The Commissioner — W' lore ' s 
Cooper? 

Mr. Itiehards— I cannot say. 

Continuing, the witness said that Mr. 
McKay, an employee of the department, 
informed him that he saw and heard an 
agreement made between Mr. Kains and 
some man who wanted his business ad- 
vanced, for which Mr. Kains was to re- 
ceive and did receive ijiuO. This was 
told to the witness about two weeks ago, 
Mr. McKay saying that it was only one 
of many similar cases. Mr. McKay also 
said that many complaints were received 
from the surveyors up country, who 
could not get required information with- 
out sending a fee. lie further said that 
in order to get over this trouble it was 
found necessary to introduce an amend- 
ment to the Mineral act, requiring the 
field notes of surveys of mineral claims 
to be filed at Nelson, so that the inCof- 

jnatkm might bo obtaiaed there with- 
out sending to Mr. Kains for it. 

.At '.I;; ripest o£ tfcs Commissioner 
Mr. Gove, the deputy commissioner of 
lands and works, explained that such an 
amendment had been incorporated in the 
Mineral act. It required that the field 
notes of surveys VMi mineral claims 
should be tiled at the offices of the re- 
corders as well as at headquarters. Here- 
tofore it had been a great source of 
expense and trouble to supply the infor- 
mations required from the head office, 
and sometimes the information was ob- 
tained by the draughtsmen after hours, 
when they were allowed to receive pay- 
ment for extra work. If any fees were 
received for ordinary work they were 
credited to the government. 

The Commissioner— There is nothing 
wrong about that, but it is a bad prac- 
tice. 

Mr. Itiehards— I wish to be under- 
stood that I am not laying charges 
against all the officials. 

The Commissioner— How long is it 
since you were in the lands and works 
office V 

Air. Richards — About twelve years. 

The Commissioner — Have you any- 
thing more to say? 

Mr. Richards — There is something 
more, but I prefer not to state it. 

The Commissioner — Do you know it, 
or were you told it? 

Air. Itiehards — It was just, a conversa- 
tion 1 had with Air. B. II. John, who 
said it was well known that Air. Kains 
received fees. It came out through wh.it 
Mr. Kains had done to me. He had 
made use of his official position, and his 
influence with the Chief Commissioner, 
to deprive me of a position. I had been 
engaged for six months, by Air. Heinze, 
at $125 a month, with prospects of a 
permanent position, Air. Tye, Air. 
Heinze's chief engineer, had been en- 
gaged in doing certain work here, and 
he engaged me to take it up as he was 
leaving. I told hini that before I could 
go to the lands and works department 
to do work I would have to get permis- 
sion from the Chief Commissioner. Mr. 
Tye went to the Chief Commissioner, 
and on his return told me that Air. Alar- 
tin had given his permission for me to 
do the work, and had expressed his plea- 
sure that I had got the work to do. The 
.same day— later in the day— Air. Tye 
called at my house and said he was afraid 
it was "all off," the Chief Commissioner 
having withdrawn his permission, and 
told me 1 had better go and see Hon. 
Air. Martin. I went to Air. Martin's 
room in the lands and works depart- 
ment, and Air. Alartin told me he had 
given his permission for me to do the 
work. I asked him for his permission 
in writing; lie said he would not put 
anything in writing. I intimated to Mr. 
Martin that ther<; was something more in 
this, and that lie had refused the permis- 
sion because I was opposed to his gov- 
ernment. Air. Alartin said "How do you 
know that? 1 ' 1 replied because Air. Tye 
told me so. Air. Martin replied: "Well, 
ypu are opposed to the government." I 
said I had not expressed myself either 
way in provincial politics. Air. .Martin, 
however, withdrew his permission for me 
to do the work, and as you may imagine. 
Home warm words followed, Mr. Alartin 



The Commissioner — Of course what 
Air. Tye told you is not. evidence. The 
worst, of it is that Air. Tye is not here, 
and E cannot therefore examine him; 
besides, the question of your being kept 
out of the department has not to he in- 
quired into by me. 

Air. Itiehards (to Air. Kains)— I left the 
lands and works department in 1880; it 
was not possible when 1 was there for 
$50 to he paid to expedite business with- 
out somebody else knowing it, because 
other oilicials shared the work. 

Air. Kains— Money could be paid in 
those days to expedite the business. 

Mr. Itiehards— And now too. (To Air. 
Kains)— I cannot say what Crown grant 
it was that Air. Cooper paid $10 to have 
advanced. I honestly believe that you 
used your position to deprive me of the 
work. 

To Air. McKay the witness said — My 
conversation with you took place in the 
legislative hall. 

To the Commissioner — Air. McKa>y did 
not mention the name of the parly who 
paid the money, but did mention the sum 
of $50; the conversation took place in 
the gallery of the legislative hall. We 
were sitting there for fully five minutes. 
The conversation arose out of an article 
that had appeared in the Times con- 
taining some questions about the lands 
and works department. I had been ac- 
cused of writing the article, and express- 
ed regret that anybody in the department 
some of whom I had worked with for 
many years, should think that I would 
write it. I had received a letter from 
Air. Gore stating that I had been accus- 
ed of writing the article in question, and 
to Mr. McKay I said I would not at- 
tack the men in the department in that 
way. Then Mr. McKay spoke of Air. 
Kains. He said it was "a d — d shame 
the way business was conducted In that 
department." 

To Air. McKay — You gave me no 
names or dates in respect to the $50 paid 
to Air. Kains. 

To the Commissioner Air. Richards 
said that the conversation he had had 
with Air. Tolmie respecting the $10 paid 
to Air. Kains by Air. Cooper, took place 
on the Yesler dock in Seattle towards 
the end of Alarch of this year. Air. 
Tolmie was not joking about it. Witness 
had told him how he had been prevented 
from going to work in the department 
for Air. Heinze and Air. Tolmie had said 
"We" (meaning Tolmie & Cooper) "had 
a Crown grant in the department which 
it was necessary for us to have issued 
as quickly as possible. Air. Cooper saw 
Air. Kains about it, and asked him if it 
was ready. Air. Kains said there was a 
lot of work on hand, and it. would be 
some time before it could be issued. Air. 
Cooper asked if $10 would advance it. 
Air. Kains said "Where is your ten dol- 
lars?" Air. Cooper produced the $10 and 
Iiaid it to Mr. Kains and the next day 
the Crown grant was issued. 

Air. John having been sent: for by the 
Commissioner, the conversation that Mr 
Richards said he had had with him in 
which he (Air. John) said it was well 
known Air. Kains received fees, was 
read over, and Air. John cross-examined 
Hie witness. 
The conversation; Air. Richard said, 

took place lib nit 8;30 one pvpnins, near 
the entrance to the f'uoifh; Club, op port 
street. 

"It occurred," lie said, "about flic 
same time that I was talking to you 
about Air. Tye, and I said to you, I 
heard that Air. Kains was anxious for 
Air. Leech to do the work, as he was 
to help him and get part of the 
pay.' You replied that as to his get- 
ting a portion of the pay. you know- 
nothing, but he was not above it; he 
was in the habit of doing things of that 
kind. Air. McKay was there and must 
have heard the conversation." 

Air. Johns being recalled said he had 
no recollection whatever of having 
made such statements as were credited 
to him by Air. Richards. He met Air. 
Richards at the door of the club one 
evening, and Air. Richards told him 
that he had been refused permission to 
do some work in the department. Air. 
Leech's name might have been men- 
tioned. 

The Commissioner— That was a rather 
extraordinary statement, that the Sur- 
veyor General had secured employment 
for Air. Leech, and was to receive part 
of the salary? 

Air. John— I did not make that state- 
ment, nor did I say that it was common 
for Air. Kains to receive fees. 

Air. McKay, being also recalled, said 
that lie remembered having a conversa- 
tion with Air. Richards in the logisla? 
ture. He sat down beside him before he 
knew who he was. 'Air. Richards took 
from his pocket a letter that he had re- 
ceived from Air. (lore, asking him if he 
had written the article thai, hail appear- 
ed in the Times in regard to the land 
and works department, and also a l"t- 
ter that; he had written to Air. Core in 
reply, in which he said that he had 
not given the information to the Times 
but lie knew who had. The rest of Air. 
Richards' statement in reference to the 
conversation was entirely inaccurate. 
Nothing was said about. Air. Kains; the 
conversation did not last more than two 
or three minutes. He also recalled a 
conversation he and Air. John had with 
Air. Richards at the entrance of the Pa- 
cific Club. Air. Richards came up to 
him rather suddenly, anil used some 
rather strong language about his not 
being allowed to do certain work in Ihe 
department; nothing was said about Mr. 
Kains — in fact, since he bad heard that 
Air. Richards had been refused permis- 
sion to do work in the department, he 
had been rather guarded when speaking 
to him. 

Air. Kains, being recalled to the 
stand, said that when Air. Tye asked 
him who would be a good man to lake 
up his work, he strongly recommended 
Air. Richards. lie had nothing to do 
villi the Chief Commissioner's decision 
refusing to allow Air. Richards to do 
the work. When ho learned of Hon. 
Air. .Martin's decision he recommended 
Air. Leech. He had never received $50 
to expedite matters, nor had he received 
any part of Air. Leech's salary. He 
bad never received fees from lip-country 
surveyors for Information about sur- 
veys of mineral claims. The Mineral 
act was amended for the convenience o£ 
the public, the amendment: being the re- 
sult of a resolution passed at the meet- 
ing of the association of land surveyors 
held at. Nelson. They complained that 
when they wanted information they had 



to write to Victoria, and ns the Com- 
missioner knew, letters bail to wait 
their (urn to he attended to. The state- 
ment that ho had received money was 
false. It was impossible for a man to 
receive a fee one day and issue a, crown 
giant the next; the work bad to pass 
through. the hands of u number of men, 
If In; wished to push ahead any busi- 
ness be would first have to go to the 
draughtsman, and, in fact, several of 
the oilicials would have to be consulted; 
there would have to be a conspiracy 
among the clerks and draughtsmen, as 
all would know if one grant was advanc- 
ed over the others. 

To Air, Richards the Surveyor Gen- 
eral explained the difference in the 
working of the laud department now ami 
when Air. Richards was an employee of 
the department. Twelve years ago the 
business of the department was com- 
paratively small, there being probably 
not more than forty or fifty field books 
filed per year, while now there was close 
upon a thousand a year. 

The Commissioner remarked that ru- 
mors had unmistakably been Hying 
around, and it was well that they shuiibl 
be cleared up. 

Mr. Cote, just before the adjournment 
for lunch, explained that in cases when? 
men showed that it was very necessary 
to expedite the issue of a Crown grant 
the business was advanced without any 
charge whatever. 

On the commission resinning in the af- 
ternoon Air. Peter Leech was called, and 
examined by the Commissioner, who ex- 
plained that there was a rumor that 
when he had been engaged to do certain 
work in the lands and works department 
for Air. Heinze, he was to share his sul- 
ary with the surveyor-general. 

Mr. Leech— That is totally false; Mr. 
Kains had no interest in either the work 
or the salary. 

The Commissioner, speaking to Air. 
Itiehards— You made this statement 
about Air. Leech, a man who lias a good 
standing in the community, and if be had 
not been called to refute it, it might have 
done him an injury. You should not 
have made the statement unless you 
knew there was some foundation for it. 
You have known Air. Leech for a long 
while, as I have, anil you should not 
have made the statement unless you be- 
lied it to be true. It is disgraceful. 

Questioned by Air. Kains, Air. Leech 
said — You first spoke to me about Air. 
Tye wanting the work done; 1 was paid 
by check. 

The Commissioner addressing the edi- 
tor of the Times said he absolved him 
from responsibility in connection with 
Ill's. He had nothing to do with it. 

To Air. Kains, Air. Leech said— Air. 
itiehards was not mentioned at the time 
that I received the appointment. 1 
started work the day after 1 was ap- 
pointed. 

Air. Richards, in explanation, said thai 
his statement regarding his conversation 
with Air. John, touching the appoint- 
ment of Air. Leech, was drawn out of 
him by the Commissioner. The Commis- 
sioner hail asked him what the conversa- 
tion with Air. John was, and be had re- 
peated it. He mentioned to Air. John 
that he had heard such a rumor about 
the division of Air. Leech's salary. 

The Commissioner accepted Air. Rich- 
ards' statement. 

Hon. G. Ii. Alartin. Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, being re- 
called, the statement made by Air. Rich- 
ards respecting the withdrawal of the 
Chief Commissioner's permission for Air. 
Richards to do certain work in the de- 
partment, was read over. The Chief 
Commissioner recollected having an in- 
terview with Air. Itiehards, hut the 
question of politics was not. brought up 
itt all. He bad refused permission to 
Mr, Richards, but he absolutely denied 
that It was for political reasons. Air. 
Knins had had nothing to say »t>out it. 

There was considerable et'dSB-flrlllg 
between the Chief Commissioner and 
Mr. Richards, during which Hon. Air.
